Applicants and their counsel have carefully reviewed the Office Action dated 
June 30, 2005, but believe the claims as originally filed are patentable over the 
teachings of the references relied upon by the Examiner. Reconsideration of the 
application in view of the following arguments in support of patentability is therefore 
respectfully requested. 

REMARKS 

In the Office Action dated June 30, 2005, claims 1 and 18 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Tuy in view of Ning. Claims 11-16 
and 28-33 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Tuy 
and Ning, further in view of Larson et al. 

These rejections are respectfully traversed for the reasons set forth below. 

Applicants note with appreciation that claims 2-10, 17, 19-27 and 34 were 
stated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form, but in view of the traversal of 
the above rejections, these claims have been retained in dependent form at this 
time.
